BACK AFTER ROME VISIT. 


Italians Believe Parliament will Find 
a Way of Resuming Discussion 
with Allied Delegations.

PARIS, April 24 (delayed.)——It is noticeable that in all the 
criticisms of President Wilson's statement concei ning Fiume there 
is little attack on his main position.

Leviathan Misses Ocean Bomb 
by Thirty Feet, 


Mammoth Ship Brings Twelve 
Thousand Home. 


Six Troopships with 22,973 on 
. Board Reach New York.

NEW YORK, April 25.—The 
giant troopship Leviathan, with 12,- 
000 soldier passengers, the last of 
six transperts to arrive here today 
bringing 22,973 men, missed a mine 
by only thirty feet while aff the 


Grand Banks of Newfotndiland, 
Tuesday morning, her officers re- 
ported when she docked tqnight. 

Virtually all of the troops on the 
Leviathan were members of the 
Forty-second (Rainbow) Division 
composed of National Guardsmen 
from twenty-eight States. They 
were under command of Maj.-Gen. 
George W. Reed of Des Moines, 
lowa. Gen. Reed said he took com- 
mand of the division “only to bring 
them home.” 

Summarizing from ai carefully 
prepared statement of the achieve- 
ments of the organization, Lieut.- 
Col. Ruby WD. Garreit, division 
adjutant, pointed out that from No- 
vember 1, 1917, the date of its ar- 
rival at St. Nazaire from the United 
States, until December 15, 1918, 
when, as a part of the American 
Army of Occupation, it took a posi- 
tion in Aurweiler, Germany, the di- 
vision had been identified at forty- 
five stations throughout France and 
Belgium up to the farthest point of 
the Allied advance. 

CITED TEN TIMES. 


The division was cited ten times 
by French and six times by Ameri- 
can commanders under whom it 
served. It participated in every 
major operation of the American 
army and received letters of com- 
mendation in each case. 

Members of the division have re- 
ceived two Medals of Honor, 250 
Distinguished Service Crosses, two 
Distinguished Service Medals, 175

Farrell Says Trade Develop- 
ment is Vital. 
Merchant Marine Problem is 
Crux, He Declares. 


Private Development, He Be- 
lieves, Most Desirable. 


A NIGHT WIRE! 
CHICAGO, April 25.—The future 
development of the American mer- 
chant marine is at stake and no 
more important economic problem 


to the American people, James A. 
Farrell, president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, today told 
the delegates to the national foreign 
trade convention here. 

“The ocean-going steel cargo ton- 
nage now held by our government 
aggregates 6555 vessels of 27,385,000 
dead-weight tons and there are un- 
der contract 1336 vessels of 9,275,000 
tons,” said Mr. Farrel. “Should the 
present programme be carried out 
to completion there will be under 
the American flag next year i16,732,- 
000 dead-weight tons of shipping, of 
which perhaps 14,000,000 tons can 
be cla as ocean-going. 

“In its initial stages the problem 


an stability of rates rather than of 
international competition. A world, 
one of whose most pressing needs 
is ocean transportation, will have 
to start the process of social, com- 
mercial and industrial reconstruction 
with a merchant marine smaller by 
5,000,000 tons of carrying capacity 
than that which it possessed at the 
outbreak of the war. It will thus 
be seen that the world is still short 
of ships, especially those of general 
utility suitable for offshore trades, 
and there will still be work for ship- 
yards for vessels of this character 
until the world shortage is made up. 

“There is no escaping the fact that 
we start in the race with higher 
costs of operation. How much high- 
er cannot as yet be stated accurate- 
ly, but I think I ay hazard the 
statement that if injother respects 
we are able to meet the competition 
of the world on equal terms, espe- 
Cially the types of ships buliit or to 
be built,.comparable with those of 
our competitors, the relatively high 
wages of American officers, engli- 
neers and seamen sufficient in num- 
ber to operate economically with 
safety will not prove to be a seri- 
ous handicap.” ) 

A HANDICAP. 

Mr. Farrell said it could be as- 
sumed that American vessels,should 
be manned by competent crews afd 
have American seamen enjoy the 
best possible conditions of life in 
service. “But,” he added, “it must 
be equally obvious that provisions 
of law which require American ves- 
sels to maintain larger crews than is 
the case with foreign vessels and to 
carry as the engine-room crew 30 
per cent. more than the steamships 
of any other nation necessarily sub- 
jeet American vessels to a very se- 
rious disadvantage.” ; 

Concerning government ownership 
and operation of steamships, Mr. 
Farrell said: “The temporary ap- 
pearance as a military necessity of 
the government of the United States 
as a shipbuilder and ship owner on 
a colossal scale does not render it 
any leas a fact that the future of 
the American merchant marine must 
depend on the attractions which it 
offers to the employment of private 
capital and the application of pri- 
vate enterprise. Government-owned 


ships in foreign trade could only 


result im disorganization of existing 
trade routes in which government 
ships might engage, while bringing 


vidual effort to obtain for private 
American ships & larger share of 
American sea-borne commerce. 
Thus, in the event of government 
ownership and operation of mer- 
chant vessels becoming a settled pol- 
icy, the problem of the future of 
American shipping would solve it- 
self by the extinction of private en- 
deavor.” 

Discussing *the vroposal to use 
American government-built ships for 
the benefit of the nation, Mr. Far- 
rell said: 

OPPOSES CLASS POLICY. 

“Any policy which places at the 
disposal of any single class of pro- 
ducers a fleet of government steam- 
ers is bound to be unsuccessful. 
How, for example, under the policy 
indicated, could it be determined tin 
whose interest the necessity for the 
development of foreign trade was 
most pressing; what section of the 
country would it favor; and would it 
take account of the transportation 
of manufactures wholly finished, half 
finished, or of crude materials”’’ 

The chairman of the Shipping 
Board in considering the adoption 
of a policy controlling the nation’s 
involuntary tnvestment of billions tn 
shipping, has reached the conclusion 
that the ships of the government- 
built fleet should be sold to and op- 
erated by American citizens under 
no restrictions other than the terms 
of the bill of gale and the fixation 
of maximum freight rates. 

“Mr. Hurley's plan, with perhaps 
a few minor exceptions, appeals to 
many shipping men of experience 
having at heart the upbullding of 
an American merchant marine as a 
plan dictated equally by business 
sense and equity and in the public 
interest. There remains to be de- 
termined the vital question whether 
these vessels can be operated profit- 
ably under the American flag. 
America's future is on the sea, and 
it hears the stall of genius and ini- 
tiative. If aided by wise legisia- 
tion, not necessarily such as to bring 
reprisals, but rather such as to ren- 
der the enterprise competitive, our 
ships will again be seen commercial- 
lv in ports that have forgotten 
them.”

IN WILL FIGHT. 


Administrator Sald to Have 
Got Letters Improperly. 


Browbeating of Witnesses is 
Another Charge Made.

URLESON’'S BREAKS. 

Autocratic powers were forced on our 
foremost citizens, men of special business 
or executive or scientific ability, during the 
progress of the war, as the first requisite 
for American victory. These trained lead- 
efs accepted these powers in the same spir- 
it they were tendered them—for their coun- 
try’s welfare—and as soon as the object 
was attained, gladly laid them down again. 
There were many such men in the United 
States. Their names are household words. 

There were also Democratic politicians 
who were given similar autocratic powers 
for the same canféssed purpose. One of 
these at any rate evidently thought more 
of the authority than of the object behind 
it. Hon. Albert Burleson has used his pow- 
er as Postmaster-General in a manner that, 
so far as one can see, has brought no benefit 
to his country, his party—or even to him- 
self. All that he has accomplished is to 
demonstrate unmistakably that he had it. 

Indeed, his breaks have been so numerous 
and have become so serious and have at- 
tracted so much public attention that his 
own party is hastening to Jighten their ship‘ 
of such a possible political Jonah. The Re- 
Publicans in Congress are ready to indorse 
this Democratic movement because they 
feel the business of the people is suffering 
through his official indiscretions. 

Postmaster Burleson possesses admirable 
qualities, but of late he has been keeping 
them too resolutely in the background while 
he put his worst foct forward. His attempt 
to place the Mackay telegraph interests out 
of business through the exercise of his spe- 
cial war-time office ag Controller of Tele- 
graphs and Telephones has called forth cen- 
sure even from his friends. And he has 
used this war-time office, long after the ar- 
mistice was signed, for other purposes to- 
tally unconnected with the settling of the 
War. 

Certainly no commercial business ever 
had a juster grievance than the Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Company. Its treatment at the 
hands of the Postmaster-General amounts 
almost to persecution. Its head officials 
have been arbitrarily removed; its right to 
exténd its business has been arbitrarily cur- 
tailed—it has been arbitrarily ordered to 
raise its rate, although business conditions 
called for no such raise. For not one of 
these Burleson interferences was there the 
shallowest pretext of war necessity. 

To a courteous letter addressed to the 
Postmaster-General requesting a reason for 
the business disabilities being inflicted on 
his companies, Mr. Mackay received the fol- 
lowing curt reply: 

“Dear Mr. Mackay: 

“Answering Mr. Bruch's letter of Febru- 
ary 25, I beg to say that, your company is 
expected to obey instructions contained in 
my letter of February 20 which, as indi- 
cated, were issued by order of the Post- 
master-General. Very truly yours, 

“U. N. BETHELL.” 

Mr. Bethell, by the way, was an official 
of the Bell Telephone Company. So much 
for the fairness of government control of 
private interests as interpreted by Post- 
master Burleson. 

Probably the Democratic party would 
have stood for the Postal Telegraph Cable 
Company's treatment, the illegal seizure of 
the Atlantic cables after the signing of the 
armistice, the raising of rates and interfer- 
ence with wage schedules and other high- 
handed Burlesonian acts-—the unfair zone 
postal system, for instance—because only — 
the public suffered. But the big Texan was 
also mussing up the private apartments of 
the Democratic politicians and aa this the 
party leaders began ‘to take counsel to 
gether. 

The result of that counsel-taking is just 
being given to the public. The Postmaster 
is now blamed for the loss of the elections 
last November, for the ill-fated attempts to 
elect Joe Davies to the Senate, for the party’s 
futile backing of Henry Ford and for having 
been in general a poor adviser for the Presi- 
dent.

TALY'S RUMPUS.

est advices from the Peace Conference, 
pretty well dissipated. 

This fortunate eventuation of a mix-up 
which could not be otherwise than filled 
with dangers should be occasion for re- 


joicing by every person, harried by the last. 


four years of war, who wants 
restored to its equilibrium. 


There is in this great diplomatic tangle, 
how untangling one great fact underscored 
by all the lines of anxiety caused by the 
impasse over the Adriatic question, one 
dominant phase—the conflict between a na- 
tion’s ambition inflicted upon an alien peo- 
ple and that people’s own interest; one 
never-to-be-forgotten lesson, the lesson to 
diplomats high and low—that the day of se- 
cret bargaining with peoples’ destinies is 
gone, never to be resurrected. That day is 
as dead as the Holy Roman Empire, under 
which secret diplomacy flourished: dead as 
the belief in the king’s touch; dead—when 
Germany shall go home signed to keep the 
peace—dead as the first Pharaoh. 

The mandate‘ of the United States, 
through its President, Woodrow Wilson, 
will have killed all that; and every mother 
the world over, now and a hundred years 
from now, who has a son as a possible hu- 
man sacrifice to some secret agreement of 


the world 


diplomats who have not sons to send to 


war—every such mother will be glad. 


Amid the heated emotions occasioned by 
Italy's intransigeant attitude regard Fiume, 
Dalmatia and the Adriatic littoral general- 
ly, the feelings of Italy herself must be 
considered—she must be given cpedit for 
being actuated by commendable ambitions 
to be a leader among nations, just as a 
man would lead among his neighbors. But 
& man, in forging ahead, ethically, must rot 
tread upon the toes of his fellow; #0, too, 
Italy must not tread upon the racial aspi- 
rations of the Jugo-Slavs, inhabiting the 
Adriatic country—a people who long suf- 
fered under the Hapsburg yoke. The Savoy 
(royal Italian) harness may be infinitely 
lighter, even beneficial, yet can anyone say 
it would not be a yoke, bearing down upon 
people's instinct for self-expression? As 
the individual would express himself in his 
work, art, life, so must nations. And it is 
here that the philosophical diplomacy of 
President Wilson comes into winning con- 
flict with that moth-eaten trapping of roy- 
alty—the idea that kings or their minions 
have any right to will away the liberties 
and-aspirations of any people who racially 
and collectively might form a progressive 
nation. 

We pay tribute to Italy—tItaly of the glo- 
rious victowes of the Piave; Italy as a chiv- 
alrous unit of the Hntente Allies; Italy of 
industrial and social progress as typified 
by her valiant monarch, Emmanuel, a King 
in every one of his short inches. But— 
Italy went into the war, it is quite generally 
understood, after she had counted all pos- 


sible items of profit and loss, after—it is 


quite apparent—she found more p 
were to be made than losses incurred, de- 
spite her tears for her slain in battle. Is 
there not a suggestion in this act of weizh- 
ing the situation that Italy may have looked. 
upon war, even briefly, as a national indus- 
try? And, if so, is not her post-bellum ex- 
pression that of the haggling, expectant 
bargainer? It would appear so, if we fix 
in our mind the fact that, according to the 
Treaty of London (that odious secret docu- 
ment which Wilson denounces) the Italian 
people, nationally, have received all and 
everything the treaty promised them. 
Italy may protest, may recall her mis- 
sion to Paris; she may, with true Latin 
temperament, rave and cry “Fiume or 
Death;” but the fact remains 
quiet down ultimately, take a rational view 
of things and also nourishment—just like 
an ordinary human being. Grief, while it 
, ls obsessing; but Nature, wise for in- 
dividuals and nations alike, always has a 
breakfast awaiting and to be longed for 
after the storm. In this case Italy’s break- 
fast, luncheon and dinner consist of the 
financial support and the economic dispen- 
sations in her favor granted by the United 
States, England and France, in the order 
named. Without us three she cannot live 
her national life. She knows it; she knows 
it as you and I know our middle names, 
Her statesmen know it, because statesmen 
know the shortest route, and use it, be- 
tween financial facts, economic items end 
national progress. Premier Orlando knows 


this, but he must go home, strike a gesture - 


while all Rome howls: and then, when 
Rome's throat is raw, go back to Paris and 
arrange matters in order that the Romans 
and all the Italian people, theiz.rage vent- 
ed, may resume eating, spinning and bank- 
ing—not to mention dancing. 

Italy in her fuming is shortsighted: she 
hints at an alliance with Germany, under- 
standing well that a ninety-horse-power ex- 
ecutive like Herbert Hoover (to say noth- 
ing of a man with the clairvoyant vision 
of Mr. Wilson) knows this is a preposter- 
ous bluff. Napoleon said armies travel on 


their stomachs: Hoover, from his last two 


or three years of Bifropean experience, 
knows that nations have the attributes of 
civilization or chaos, according as they 
have food. For Italy to talk of an alliance 


with Germany, of even a separate peace | 


with Germany, and Germany shoeless and 
foodless, would be to suggest piling Poverty 
upon Anarchy and crying: “Hail, Horror! 
Behold my work!” It can't be done. 
Italy’s backsets in the war until American 
food and American raw material came to 


her aid are tragedies of too recent occur- 


rence to pass unnoticed when the retinue 
of Premier Orlando hints of separate peace 
with Germany—Germany saddled with Bol- 
shevism, still blockaded. Before this happy 
aid from across the seas Italy’s legions, 
brave as they were, were in flight. 

Premier Orlando’s statement, given out 
in Paris before his departure for Rome, fs 
an admirable, diplomatic communication as 
Judged by standards set by a bygone gen- 
eration of diplomats who used language to 
conceal thought; but when opposed to Pres- 
ident Wilson's statement of the day before 
it is as chaff before the wind. Moral forces 
rule nations’ destinies today and over every 
creaking drawbridge of Europe today 
mouldy warders supinely step aside as Un- 
cle Sam, the greatest champion of hurkan 
rights the world ever has produced, sweeps 
by, shattering all king-set precedents. 

Italy will sign the Treaty of Versailles, 
along with all the other Allied nations. 
There is no escape for her.

PRESIDENT’S STAND 
IS BEST FOR ITALY. 


Her Claim to Flume Cannot be 
Justified. 


BY WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. 

The peace treaty with Austria 
Hungary is delayed by the contro 
versy over the disposition of the port 
of Fiume, near the head of the Adrt- 
atic. When the war broke out in 
1314 the Entente Allies and Germany 
wooed Italy intensively to induce her 
to join their respective sides. The 
obligations of the Triple Alliance 
had not been made public, but it was 
understood that Italy was bound to 


in case of' a war In which they were 
on the defentive,’ Italy positively 
insisted that this Was not such a war, 


and so maintained her neutrality for 
a time. , Then ehe was induced by 
of the Entente Allies, Great 

ritain, France and Russia, to de- 
clare War on Austria and subsequent- 
ly against Germany. Her course 
Was criticised as one wholly influ- 
enced by greed of territory. The 
treaty by which she became an ally 
of France and Great Britain was se- 
cret; but enough was known to en- 
able Italy's critics to aver that it 
was the cOnsummation of a success- 
ful bid, Italy’s defenders met these 
attacks by showing that she was en- 
titled, under the treaty, to be con- 
sulted before Austria attacked Ser- 
bla and by revealing the bad faith of 
Germany and Austria in Italy's war 
with Turkey and their secret aid to 
the Sultan. This aroused sympathy 
with Italy and ft was assumed that 
the best cry of the Irredentists for 
a restoration of Italy’s territory 
everywhere had been satisfied by an 
agreement that Trentino and ste 
should become hers. 

It now appears that Fiume and 
the Dalmatian coast were also in- 
cluded in what was promised Italy. 
Italians perhaps form a majority of 
the inhabitants of Fiume, but it is 


It is and always has been the 
rt in which the solidly Slav popu- 
tion in the country behind the city 

reach the sea. 

Italy seeks to push the principle 
of self-determination too far. The 
unit of population, of which the qa- 
jority if to determine the nation’s 
control, should inclade the port and 
the back country with which the 
port is united. 

Unless some explanation is made 
Italy’s insistence will tend to revise 
the charge that greed was her chief 
motive in this war. Italy relies on 
the secret treaty with the Entente 
Allies. But the United States was 
not a party to that treaty. Our én- 
trance into the war was accompa- 
nied by a declaration in favor of 
only just restitution of territory and 
upon the assumption often stated, 
that it was not a wat of conquest by 
the Allies. The,terms of the arml- 
stice followed these. We have & 
right therefore to insist that the 
treaty which we have to sign and 
to help enforce shall not be affected 
by a treaty to which we were not a 
party, which Is inconsistent with our 
purpose in the war and which will 
not make for permanent peace, 

Secret treaty provisions in favor 
of Great Britain and France are un- 
derstood to have been waived by 
these countries in view of these cir- 
cumstances. If they are 
stated the public opinion of the Unit- 
ed States and the disinterested 
world will sustain the President In 
resisting Italy’s determination to 
take over Fiume and close Croatian 
access to the sea. The question is 
in Italian politics. Italy has taken 
possession of Fiume with the strong 
hand of the conqueror at the Croa- 
tians. lando may lose power. in 
the Italian Parliament if he fails to 
stand by the Italian claim. Sonni- 
no, his colleague at the conference 
and his associate as Premier, is riz- 
id and uncom{ ising. He would 
probably resist Orlando if the latter 
yielded. The situation is therefore 
acute. But can Italy afford to bréak 
on such an issue with the confer- 
ence? One would think not. 
President would seem to be clearly 
rizht in maintaining that at least 
Fiume be made a free port for Croa- 
tia, as Danzig is to be for Poland. 

If Italy’s wish were to prevail, the 
settlement with palpable injustice in
